In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  and  wages,  any  unnecessary 
expense  is  an  added  burden  on  everyone's  pocketbook  —  yours  and  mine. 
Forest  fires  cost  money  and  damage  our  valuable  woodlands.  Lightning 
sets  some  forest  fires,  but  we  have  no  control  of  lightning.  Children  cause 
many  fires.  Ninety-eight  percent  of  our  forest  fires  result  from  human 
carelessness  —  our  carelessness.  This,  we  —  you  and  I  can  do  something 
about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors  burning  or 
forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high  fire  danger  or  set  up  regulations  — 
hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump  we  are  simply  protecting 
yours  and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern  of  all  of  us;  the 
responsibility  for  preventing  them  is  ours  and  the  cost  of  extinguishing  are 
ours.  We  can  do  something  about  this  problem,  by  being  aware  of  and  alert 
to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating  with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires  before  leaving  them. 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
FOREST  FIRE  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland 
anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  means  household  waste 
burning,  even  if  in  a  barrel,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning  in  clearing  operations.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to 
be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 
Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  during  the  day  with 
permission  of  the  district  chief  and  a  permit  from  the  fire  warden. 

Household  waste  burning,  with  a  permit,  is  allowed  on  rainy  days 
between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 

Camp  for  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  on 
notification  to  the  warden.  On  another's  property  with  written  permission 
and  notification  of  the  warden.  The  warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if 
intended  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at 
the  ranger  stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic 
grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 
Escaped  Fires 

If  a  fire  escapes  from  your  control,  whether  or  not  you  have  a 
permit,  you  are  liable  for  the  costs  for  control  and  extinguishment.  If  you 
start  a  fire  illegally  there  is  the  additional  chance  of  a  fine.  The  landowner 
may  also  recover  his  loss  or  damages  from  the  fire. 

It  is  unlawful  to  drop  or  throw  burning  material  in  wooded  areas. 

Anyone  seeing  an  uncontrolled  and  unattended  forest  fire  is  bound 
by  statute  to  report  it. 
Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00  fine; 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or  recklessly  that  shall 
endanger  woodlands  and  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's 
imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before 
leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland 
maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

5.  For  smoking  or  kindling  a  fire  in  woodlands  when  a  ban  on  the 
same  has  been  proclaimed  a  maximum  fine  of  $25.00.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1969 

This  year  past  saw  two  fatal  accidents  in  Litchfield.  Both  victims 
were  young  people,  one  a  resident,  while  the  other  was  a  former  resident. 
We  also  had  our  increase  in  accidents,  many  of  which  were  one-vehicle 
with  minor  injuries.  With  a  steady  increase  in  traffic,  caution  and  common 
sense  must  be  exercised  by  everyone  using  our  highway  whether  driving, 
walking,  and  especially  bicycling.  A  reduction  of  the  speed  limit  should  be 
made.  With  the  number  of  entrances  onto  Rte.  102  and  the  concentration 
of  people  residing  along  the  Litchfield  section  a  50  M.P.H.  should  be 
imposed. 

Most  of  the  town  roads  now  have  stop  signs  at  intersections  and 
these  have  been  placed  there  for  everyones  safety.  In  checking  violations, 
we  often  find  that  the  people  in  the  neighborhood  are  the  worse  offenders. 

As  in  so  many  small  towns  that  are  expanding  rapidly,  police 
problems  are  mounting.  This  department  is  manned  by  part-time  officers. 
It  is  hard  to  do  work  efficiently  and  to  be  available  for  all  calls.  When  the 
officers  leave  their  own  jobs  and  at  times  they  do,  the  pay  difference  is  a 
problem  and  quite  a  sacrifice  is  being  made.  Fortunately,  over  the  years, 
someone  has  been  available  to  handle  most  of  the  emergency  calls.  We 
should  have  our  men  take  more  training  sessions.  The  opportunity  is 
present,  but  who  can  leave  their  jobs  to  take  a  months  course  without 
adequate  recompense,  and  without  money  available  in  our  budget  to  cover 
the  cost  of  these  courses.  Some  assistance  may  be  available  in  the  future 
from  federal  aid.  With  all  of  the  new  problems,  change  of  laws  regarding 
search  and  seizure,  and  court  conduct,  education  is  a  must. 

A  car  owned  by  the  town  would  be  a  great  advantage.  In  order  to 
patrol  today,  each  officer  uses  his  own  car.  He  covers  himself  with 
insurance,  often  at  added  costs.  With  a  town  cruiser  for  patroling  there 
would  be  no  mileage  charge,  unless  they  use  their  cars  in  an  emergency. 
Sooner  or  later  a  full  time  officer  will  be  needed.  There  are  times  now 
when  many  hours  are  spent  in  a  week's  period.  Some  of  these  changes 
must  be  planned  for  in  the  very  near  future.  True,  we  do  have  assistance 
from  the  State  Police,  but  they  are  badly  undermanned;  and  even  if  they 
are  assisting  in  criminal  investigation  with  us,  they  may  be  called  away, 
even  for  a  simple  accident  at  any  time.  We  should  have  a  man  trained  to 
take  finger  prints.  Now,  all  items  must  be  sent  to  Concord  and  the  office  is 
continually  behind  with  their  work  load.  Many  times  it  takes  a  week  or 
two  to  get  results  back  on  prints  or  an  analysis  on  materials.  In  one  case 
this  past  year  before  a  comparison  test  of  bullets  could  be  made,  two 
weeks  lapsed  and  then  more  time  before  the  laboratory  technician  could 
appear  in  court  to  testify. 
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We  have  also  had  an  increase  in  breaking  and  entering  cases,  two  of 
which  were  against  migrant  workers.  These  are  still  under  investigation  in 
cooperation  with  state  authorities.  Dwellings  should  be  locked  when  away 
and  money  not  kept  in  homes  in  large  amounts.  An  inventory  of 
belongings  should  be  made  along  with  serial  number  of  equipment  and  a 
personal  identification  mark  on  tools  and  other  items.  Strangers  and 
strange  vehicles  should  be  reported  with  registration  numbers  if  available. 
Ask  your  neighbor  to  check  your  premises  if  you  are  away  and  also  notify 
us  before  you  leave.  Give  your  home  a  lived  in  look  if  possible. 

As  of  now,  our  drug  problem  is  very  small.  I  think  that  this  reflects 
on  our  parents  and  other  people  who  work  with  the  youth  of  our  town. 
We  do  know  however,  that  there  is  a  problem  that  must  be  watched,  and 
the  children  educated  to  the  hazards  of  drug  use.  We  will  treat  with 
confidence  any  information  on  this  item,  and  we  are  ready  to  assist 
anyone  who  has  a  problem.  It  is  good  to  see  that  the  majority  of  our 
students  are  finishing  high  school,  with  many  going  on  to  college.  Our 
personal  contact  with  so  many  of  the  children  in  town  is  great,  and  I 
report  another  Halloween  season  with  no  official  complaints,  thanks  to 
everyone  s  cooperation. 

Perhaps  some  of  you  saw  the  roadsides  being  cleaned  this  past  year. 
Three  persons  caught  throwing  rubbish  on  the  highway  preferred  cleaning 
rather  than  facing  court.  Eight  miles  of  roadsides  were  cleaned  and  the 
results  were  noticeable. 

You  will  see  by  the  records  that  a  number  of  persons  faced  court 
action  for  trespassing.  This  shows  that  land  owners  do  have  rights  and  that 
posted  land  should  be  respected.  Under  N.H.  laws  improved  land  does  not 
have  to  be  posted  where  malicious  damage  or  larceny  is  committed.  This 
statute  is  very  clear  and  very  simple  to  prosecute  in  court. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  who  have  given 
assistance  to  members  of  the  department  this  past  year,  also  to  those  who 
have  passed  on  information.  We  have  tried  to  answer  your  calls  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  many  times  not  changing  into  uniforms  where  an  emergency 
existed.  We  believe  that,  if  we  can  help  you  solve  a  problem  without  an 
arrest  or  court  appearance  it  is  for  the  best.

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HAWKERS  AND  PEDDLERS  ORDINANCE 
Ordinances  Adopted  in  1969 

Be  it  resolved  that  no  person,  company,  or  person  acting  in  behalf  of 
any  such  company  or  corporation  be  permitted  to  sell,  peddle,  or  in  any 
way  make  door  to  door  slaes  of  products  made  by  self  or  company 
without  a  State  of  New  Hampshire  approved  license.  All  hawkers  and 
peddlers  not  hcensed  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  must  obtain  a  permit 
from  the  Litchfield  Chief  of  Police  before  any  transactions  are  to  take 
place.  These  transactions  to  take  place  from  daylight  to  sunset  or  no  later 
than  6:00  p.m. 

Penalties  for  infraction  of  ordinance  law  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  and  not  more  than  $25.00.  All  permits  issued  by  Chief  of 
Police  to  be  at  a  minimal  cost  of  $2.00,  fee  to  be  returned  to  Town 
Treasurer.  (Recorded:  May  12, 1969) 


STREET  AND  HIGHWAYS  ORDINANCE 

No  parking  whatsoever  on  any  highway  or  street  within  the  confines 
of  the  Town  of  Litchfield  from  December  1st  to  April  30th  of  each  year. 
Said  ordinance  being  passed  for  the  purpose  of  proper  and  efficient  snow 
removal.  All  vehicles  in  violation  shall  be  subject  to  towing  and  all 
expenses  incurred  shall  be  assumed  by  owner  of  towed  vehicle. 

During  the  period  from  November  1st  to  April  1st,  no  snow  shall  be 
removed  or  pushed  from  its  originating  place  onto  a  town  right  of  way  or 
secondary  road.  Any  placement  of  snow  or  ice  upon  any  such  roadway 
will  result  in  a  summons  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  subject  to  the  Nashua 
Municipal  Court.  (Recorded:  January  2, 1970) 
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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT  1969 

The  projects  suggested  for  1969  have  been  completed.  Courtland 
and  Woodland  Avenues  were  paved,  using  State  Highway  Department 
equipment  and  personel.  Three-tenths  of  a  mile  on  the  east  end  of  Pincrest 
Road  was  widened,  regraded,  and  graveled  by  low-bidder  Walter 
Ducharme,  Jr.  Talent  and  Cutler  roads  received  a  sealing  coat  of  asphalt. 

In  adjusting  the  1970  budget,  we  must  realize  that  all  products  used, 
such  as  cutback  asphalt  for  paving  and  sealing,  blades  for  plow  and  wing, 
and  salt,  are  increasing  substantially  in  cost  each  year.  We  have,  this  past 
year,  changed  from  bag  to  bulk  salt  which  can  be  purchased  at  a  lower 
price. 

For  the  year  1970, 1  would  suggest  rebuilding  Corning  Road.  Until 
the  grade  of  this  road  is  above  that  of  surrounding  land  there  will  be  a 
constant  drainage  problem.  It  should  be  noted  also  that  the  pavement  on 
this  road  is  only  sixteen  feet  wide. 

Many  area  towns  are  changing  from  a  mixed-in-place  asphalt  to  a  hot 
bituminous  mix  applied  by  spreader.  This  mix  can  be  regulated  in 
consistency  and  depth  more  effectively,  and  has  proved  more  satisfactory. 
The  initial  cost  is  considerably  more,  but  upkeep  over  several  years  is 
greatly  reduced,  and  a  smoother  riding  surface  is  maintained  for  a  longer 
period  of  time.  On  roads  that  a  substantial  amount  of  travel  is  anticipated, 
I  think  it  would  be  well  to  consider  this  change.

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CONSERVATION  &  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  and  Recreation  Commission  meets  regularly  on 
the  third  Monday  of  the  month.  Committee  members  have  been  quite 
faithful  about  attending  meetings  and  giving  of  their  time  to  assist  with 
projects. 

This  year,  we  developed  and  dedicated  the  Litchfield  Town  Park  on 
the  town  owned  land  on  Brickyard  Brook.  This  is  a  pleasant  picnic  area 
with  four  outdoor  fireplaces  and  five  picnic  tables.  A  number  of  town 
residents  gave  a  few  hours  of  their  time  to  assist  the  Committee  members 
in  cleaning  out  the  area.  Hopefully  more  volunteer  labor  will  be  available 
this  spring  to  help  us  clean  up  the  rest  of  the  park.  Eventually  we  hope  to 
erect  a  rest  room  at  the  Park.  Besides  being  a  picnic  area,  we  have 
established  a  children's  fishing  area  in  the  park.  Fishing  in  the  park  area 
will  be  restricted  to  children  only.  We  feel  that  young  people  should  have  a 
place  such  as  this  where  they  can  go  and  fish. 

This  year,  we  want  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  more  closely. 
We  feel  that  there  are  areas  in  Town  that  should  be  preserved  for  such 
things  as  future  water  supplies  and  river  recreation  areas,  etc.  We  would 
like  to  see  that  developers  are  required  to  provide  for  recreation  areas.  This 
year  a  11-12  acre  gravel  pit  on  Corning  Road  was  given  to  the  town  for 
recreation  purposes.  This  can  provide  an  area  to  play  for  children  from  a 
hundred  or  more  homes  in  that  section  of  the  town.  We  are  in  the  process 
of  having  a  recreation  plan  drawn  up  for  the  gravel  pit.  This  plan  will  give 
the  town  and  the  Commission  something  to  work  towards  as  the  town 
grows  and  as  the  money  is  made  available.  Hopefully  this  year,  we  can  get 
a  section  of  the  land  leveled  off  for  a  baseball  park  and  a  basket  ball  court. 
When  grading  of  the  bank  is  done,  it  is  planned  that  this  will  be  done  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  will  make  a  good  area  for  sliding. 

The  Commission  supported  and  welcomed  the  formation  of  a  4-H 
Horse  Club  and  a  Ski-Mobile  Club  in  Town.  We  are  also  trying  to  get  a  Ski 
Club  started,  so  that  young  people  in  the  town  can  get  skiing  instructions. 
We  had  also  hoped  to  make  a  skating  rink  that  could  be  flooded  near  the 
Fire  Station,  however  two  ponds  have  been  made  available  to  the  young 
people  in  town  for  skating. 

The  Commission  welcomes  suggestions  as  to  needed  programs  and 
projects  for  the  tovm,  so  feel  free  to  pass  any  along.

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MEMORIAL  DAY  OBSERVANCES

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  held  a  reorganization  meeting  after  the  Town  Meeting. 
After  some  discussion ,  it  was  agreed  to  keep  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
as  last  year,  as  they  worked  out  very  satisfactorily. 

Because  of  the  work  Selectman  Larrabee  had  done  with  the  Planning 
Board  last  year,  it  was  voted  that  Selectman  Larrabee  would  continue  to 
work  with  the  Board  this  year. 

April  was  again  a  busy  month  for  the  Selectmen.  All  new  property 
was  to  be  assessed,  plus  any  homes  with  alterations  during  the  past  year. 
Again  this  year,  you  will  find  an  article  in  the  warrant  asking  for  a 
revaluation  of  the  town  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  We  were  ordered  to 
have  such  a  revaluation  started  no  later  than  April  1970. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Conservation  and  Recreation  Commission 
we  were  able  to  dedicate  our  town  park  last  summer.  There  was  much  time 
and  effort  put  forth  in  this  project  but  the  results  were  worthwhile.  We 
would  like  to  thank  the  commission  and  all  volunteer  workers. 

Our  road  projects  were  very  late  this  year.  This  was  due  to  a  strike 
by  the  Oil  Company  which  supplies  the  oil  for  the  roads.  It  was  October 
before  we  had  our  roads  hard  surfaced. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  announce  that  there  appears  to  be  more 
interest  in  town  affairs  this  year.  All  the  Boards  are  active  and  functioning 
on  regular  schedules. 

We  now  have  a  Civil  Defense  Director,  Mr.  Martin  Powers. 

Starting  this  year,  the  town  has  started  buying  the  salt  for  the  roads 
in  bulk,  rather  than  in  bags.  Because  of  the  difference  in  price,  it  will  result 
in  a  savings  to  the  town  of  about  $  1 ,000.00  a  year. 

As  we  look  to  the  future  of  the  town,  as  the  town  grows,  so  do  the 
problems.  There  must  be  some  form  of  planning  if  we  are  to  have  an 
orderly  growth.  It  is  no  longer  acceptable  to  plan  just  for  the  year  ahead. 
We  must  have  long  range  planning.  The  first  step  is  to  have  the  Town 
zoned, and  a  master  plan  drawn  up.  Then  we  will  be  working  in  the  right 
direction. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  for  the  cooperation  and 
support  they  have  given  us  during  the  past  year. 

Also  a  special  thank  you  to  our  clerical  assistant,  who  has  taken  over 
all  of  the  general  office  work.  This  allows  the  Selectmen  more  time  to 
devote  to  town  affairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

From  November  1,  1968  to  September  8,  1969  our  school 
enrollment  increased  from  231  to  245.  This  increase  is  consistent  with  that 
of  the  past  five  years  but  what  the  next  five  years  will  bring  is  everyone's 
guess. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  board  has  been  active  in  various 
studies  being  conducted  in  surrounding  school  districts,  The  information 
and  understanding  that  is  available  will  be  important  to  the  direction 
Litchfield  takes  to  provide  both  elementary  and  secondary  education  to  its 
youth. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  a  substantial  budgetary  cut  was  made 
which  has  eliminated  or  reduced  many  worthwhile  school  programs.  Each 
citizen  and  parent  in  Litchfield  must  be  responsible  to  the  tax  dollars,  this 
makes  good  sense.  All  we  ask  is  that  all  parents  participate  and  are  just  as 
responsible  when  they  evaluate  the  educational  needs  of  their  children. 
The  needs  of  children  are  never  served  when  programs  for  them  are 
eliminated  or  reduced. 

The  district  should  seriously  consider  negotiating  a  high  school 
tuition  contract  with  another  school  district  and  provide  transportation  to 
that  district  or  enter  into  a  cooperative  school  district  where  high  school 
services  are  available.  In  this  way  a  secondary  school  education  will  be 
guaranteed  to  each  student  and  attendance  will  be  encouraged  by  district 
supported  transportation. 

The  time  is  now  for  the  district  to  plan  for  additional  elementary 
school  facilities.  A  complete  evaluation  of  needs  should  be  accomplished 
and  an  in-depth  report  with  recommendations  made  to  the  district  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  1971 . 

In  conclusion  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  school  board  and 
instructional  staff  whose  continued  efforts  have  contributed  to  the 
educational  program  of  our  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS  (Personnel) 

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report,  as  Assistant 
Superintendent,  in  charge  of  personnel,  in  the  School  District  of 
Litchfield,  New  Hampshire. 

Although  the  total  staff  of  the  Litchfield  schools  is  still  very  small  in 
relation  to  other  towns  in  the  Supervisory  Union  and  in  the  general 
geographic  area,  we  had  a  significant  turnover  in  personnel  for  the  first 
time  in  several  years.  Four  of  the  current  staff  members  are  new  this  year 
representing  a  40%  rate  of  turnover. 

In  our  recruiting  effort  for  Litchfield,  as  well  as  for  the  remainder  of 
the  Supervisory  Union,  we  have  attempted  to  attract  personnel  from  a 
wide  and  as  varied  a  background  as  possible.  In  this  manner  we  hope  to 
bring  a  variety  of  techniques  and  backgrounds  to  bear  on  the  problems  of 
each  specific  school.  The  following  list  indicates  the  schools  represented 
by  the  four  new  staff  members:

In  the  area  of  specialized  services  the  only  personnel  currently  in  the 
employ  of  the  Litchfield  School  District  are  a  speech  therapist  and  a  nurse, 
both  of  whom  are  employed  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  New  Hampshire 
State  Board  of  Education  recently  approved  a  document  known  as  the 
"Minimum  Standards  and  Recommendations  for  New  Hampshire  Public 
Elementary  School  Approval."  These  "Minimum  Standards"  have  serious 
implications  in  the  area  of  personnel  if  Litchfield  is  to  receive  recognition 
as  an  approved  elementary  school  by  1972.  Very  briefly  the  following 
additional  personnel  will  be  necessary  to  meet  minimum  standards  by 
1972. 

1 .  Full  time  principal  for  schools  with  enrollment  of  300  or  more. 

2.  FuU  time  secretary  for  schools  with  enrollment  of  300  or  more. 

3.  Part  time  Art  teacher. 

4.  Part  time  Music  teacher. 

5.  Part  time  Physical  Education  teacher. 

6.  Part  time  Guidance  Counselor. 
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One  of  our  constant  concerns  relative  to  professional  staff  is  their 
degree  status  both  from  a  certification  point  of  view  as  well  as  an 
indication  of  their  experience  and  professional  competence.  Following  is  a 
chart  that  shows  Litchfield's  "Instructional  Status"  in  relation  to  other 
towns  within  the  Supervisory  Union. 

As  the  chart  clearly  manifests  our  staff  is  exceptionally  well 
prepared  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children  of  Litchfield,  however,  in  the 
final  analysis  we  would  remind  you  that  the  quality  of  the  instructional 
program  is  proportinate  to  the  quality  of  the  instructional  staff.  Every 
effort,  both  financial  and  otherwise  must  be  made  to  hire  and  retain 
teachers  of  the  highest  calibre. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board  and  yourself  for 
your  direction  and  guidance,  Mr.  Chaput  and  the  entire  school  staff  for 
their  unfailing  cooperation  and  finally  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their 
commitment  to  excellence  in  the  total  educational  program.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  report  has  been  submitted  in  order  to  discuss  in  some 
detail  the  various  curriculum  aspects  which  I  have  focused  my  attention 
upon  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Instruction  for  the  Litchfield  School 
District. 

This  school  year  marked  the  completion  and  distribution  of  the 
"Minimum  Standards  and  Recommendations  for  New  Hampshire  Public 
Elementary  School  Approval"  as  adopted  by  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Department  of  Education. 

It  is  premised  that  if  an  elementary  school  meets  these  printed 
minimum  standards  an  adequate  program  of  elementary  education  will  be 
provided.  To  this  end  a  steady  effort  has  been  made  to  assess  the  status  of 
the  elementary  school  of  the  Litchfield  School  District  in  terms  of 
facilities  and  programs  and  how  they  compare  to  the  printed  minimum 
standards. 

In  terms  of  minimum  standards  Litchfield  School  District  has  a 
number  of  obvious  needs  which  include  additional  personnel  in  the  areas 
of  art,  music,  physical  education  and  guidance,  formalization  and  outlining 
of  curriculum  areas,  library  facilities  and  materials  and  facilities  for  the 
exceptional  child.  In  addition  to  the  above  it  is  strongly  recommended 
(not  required)  by  the  minimum  standards  as  well  as  the  Office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  that  provisions  be  made  for  the  implementation 
of  a  kindergarten  program  in  order  to  take  advantage  to  a  greater  degree 
the  formative  years  of  a  child's  life.  The  above  needs  have  been  recognized 
and  budgetary  provisions  are  being  made  for  their  eventual 
implementation. 

Recently  a  study  was  conducted  by  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  relative  to  grade  one  retentions  throughout  Supervisory  Union 
No.  27.  Notably  the  study  concerned  itself  with  the  reasons  for  retentions 
and  further  methods  of  reducing  the  number  of  retentions.  Topics  of 
concern  were  grade  one  entrance  age,  affluence  and  its  resulting  affect, 
student  sex,  absenteeism,  socioeconomic  factors,  staff  stability  and 
experience,   reasons   for   retention,   facilities   in  lieu  of  retention  and 
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predicting  grade  one  failure.  The  report  indicated  that  the  Litchfield 
School  District  had  a  grade  one  retention  rate  below  the  Supervisory 
Union's  mean.  The  report  further  indicated  that  the  reasons  for  the  low 
retention  rate  was  principally  due  to  the  experience  and  stability  of  the 
grade  one  teaching  staff.  The  report  concluded  that  through  a  progression 
of  organizational  steps  a  continuous  progress  program  could  be  developed 
whereby  no  one  would  be  retained  but  would  continue  on  the  academic 
trail  in  accordance  with  his  or  her  capabilities.  In  addition  each  child 
should  be  subjected  to  a  thorough  physical  and  psychological  evaluation 
prior  to  school  entrance  to  determine  their  capabilities  and  needs. 

This  academic  year  has  been  marked  by  the  constant  evaluation  and 
deliberation  of  various  curriculum  committees  composed  of  staff  members 
in  Supervisory  Union  No.  27.  Notably  under  study  during  this  year  has 
been  the  Science  and  Social  Studies  curriculum  throughout  the 
Supervisory  Union.  Several  members  of  the  Litchfield  school  staff  have 
volunteered  their  time  and  energy  in  order  to  assist  these  committees  to  a 
purposeful  conclusion.  We  all  well  know  the  necessity  for  constant 
curriculum  evaluation  and  revision,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  Science  and 
Social  Studies  which  have  so  markedly  changed  in  the  few  recent  years. 
Hopefully  in  the  not  too  distant  future  a  report  of  recommendations  and  a 
curriculum  outline  will  be  forthcoming.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  progress  that  has  been  made  and  is 
anticipated  during  the  year  1969—1970. 

The  Remedial  Reading  Program  is  now  under  the  capable  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Merrow.  She  has,  on  her  own  during  the  summer,  taken  courses 
related  to  the  Remedial  Reading  Field,  making  the  program  exceptionally 
effective  on  terms  of  individual  attention,  testing,  and  the  right  choice  of 
materials  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children.  The  program  includes  children 
from  grades  two  to  seven,  who  by  testing,  show  a  weakness  in  some  phase 
of  reading.  These  sessions  supplement  the  classroom  reading  program  that 
each  child  is  in.  The  results  to  date  have  been  encouraging.  The  idea  of 
beginning  in  grade  two  is  that  hopefully  there  will  be  fewer  Junior  High 
students  with  reading  problems. 

With  the  increased  enrollment  this  year,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
make  some  changes  in  the  bus  schedules,  both  in  terms  of  time  and  routes. 
There  are  five  bus  runs  necessary  to  transport  the  children.  Three  of  these 
runs  are  operating  at  capacity,  necessitiating  some  children  being  given 
different  bus  assignments  whenever  new  children  move  into  the  district. 
The  prospects  for  next  year  do  not  look  any  better  with  an  increase  in 
enrollment  projected.  It  may  be  necessary  to  think  in  terms  of  an 
additional  bus. 

The  double  room  which  is  being  used  daily  by  all  grades  for 
Educational  TV  is  also  being  used  by  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  for 
Physical  Education  and  Drama  classes.  Many  local  groups  have  also 
enjoyed  the  use  of  this  room  for  their  functions  during  the  year. 
Unfortunately,  this  is  the  last  year  that  the  room  will  be  available.  With 
the  increased  pupil  population  and  the  additional  staff  members  next  year, 
the  room  will  be  converted  into  two  classrooms. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  has  increased  some  this  year, 
but  is  far  below  the  number  necessary  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the  students. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  reviewing  the  library  needs  for  the  coming 
years,  taking  into  consideration  the  growth  of  the  school. 

I  would  like  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  staff  to  the  PTO  for  the 
contribution  that  will  enable  us  to  to  purchase  additional  necessary 
furniture  for  the  teacher's  room. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  in  the  Office  of 
the  Superintendent,  the  School  Board,  the  Staff  and  to  others  who  have 
been  most  cooperative  in  helping  me  to  get  the  school  year  1969—1970 
off  to  a  smooth  start.

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LITCHFIELD  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Litchfield  Study  Committee  was  formed  in  1968  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  with  the  Study  Committees  and  School  Boards  of  the 
surrounding  towns  to  resolve  what  would  be  most  beneficial  in  the 
education  of  our  high  school  students. 

The  discussions  have  included  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  Area 
and  Cooperative  Schools  and  long  term  contracts. 

Projected  enrollments,  building  programs,  vocational-technical 
curriculum  and  transportation  have  also  come  under  study. 

Our  Study  Committee  mailed  letters  to  eight  surrounding  towns  in 
the  area  for  possible  discussions  in  accepting  our  high  school  students  as  a 
group.  It  is  coming  to  a  point,  where  it  will  be  an  economical  advantage  to 
send  out  students  to  one  high  school. 

We  have  met  with  Hudson,  Pelham,  Bedford  and  Nashua  Study 
Committees.  The  Nashua  and  Hudson  committees  are  in  favor  of  an 
Area-type  school.  Bedford  was  interested  in  our  joining  them  with 
Hooksett  in  leaning  toward  a  Cooperative  school;  Pelham's  interest  also 
runs  to  the  Cooperative  type  school. 

Replies  from  Merrimack,  Manchester,  Windham,  and  Londonderry 
have  informed  us  that  our  request  could  not  be  considered  at  this  time. 

In  conclusion,  the  Litchfield  Study  Committee  recommends  there  be 
an  appointed  Area  Study  Committee  to  look  into  all  possibilities  and  bring 
their  recommendations  back  to  another  school  meeting.
